The wised edition of the New Te«- 


tamrat will be in all of onr book-stores 
this week, and presently the new Old 
Testament will be published. 
The 


appearance of a new Bible will be a 
religious and literary event of the high- 
est importance. 
It will remodel the 


discussions of the pulpit; '.it will com- 
pel a higher order of intelligence in 
the "sacred desk ;" it will provoke and 
make necessary more thoughtfalnoss in 
matters pertaining to religion ; it will 
destroy some superstitions, it will tend 
to make the worship of the living God 
more intelligent; it will increase, rath- 
er than dimmish, attention to the Holy 
Scriptures, for it will kindle a new in- 
terest in them. The notice of scholars, 
in the Church and out of it, will be 
specially attracted to the new Bible and 
to the doctrines which underlie it. This 
revised translation of the Bible will bo 
the religions event of the century. The 
new translation is made, not in hostility 
to the tenets of the Protestant world, 
but in friendliness to them. It is not, 
therefore, an insidious attempt to un- 
dermine religion, but an attempt of 
scholarship to hold it up, to enlarge the 
respect f*r it among scholars. But it 
is not oar purpose to discuss the relig- 
ious bearings of the new Bible. 
What 


we insist on is that the publication of 
the new Bible is ol1 high literary con- 
sequence. 


Some one said of the Koran: 
"Hum 


the libraries, for their value Jis in this 
book." Emerson 
says 
that 
among 


books Plato alone is entitled to this ta- 
natical compliment. But, doubtless, if 
any of the world's books deserves this 
tigh praise it is the Bible. 
Apart 


from the influence of the Bible aa a 
fundamental treatise on religion, if we 
may so apeak without seeming to be 
irreverent, it has been the commanding 
literary influence for centuries. 
The 


present King Jame's version of the 
Bible has essentially molded English 
style nearly three hundred years ; and 
the English Bibles prior to that time, 
has been accepted as standards more 
than two centuries. Philology tclK us 
that as Homer was the heart oi the 
Greek language, so the Bible a the 
heart of the English. 
Hut what of the 


literary inflnedce of the Bible "> 
The 


literary and religious powers of this 
greatest of books, the most masterly in 
style and the moat far-reaching in its 
effects, cannot wholly be dissociated ; 
but we ate looking chiefly to its literary | 
character and force. The greatest of 
modern essayists, the monopolist of 
splendid, resounding English prose, has 
pictured the influence ot the literature 
of Athens. 
The pintore is familiar to 


our readers ; bnt is not much of it ex- 
actly and loftily descriptive of the in- 
fluence of the Bible upon our literature 
and life '! 
The passage alluded to is 


of sneh splendor that it can never tire 
the reader, and, with slight adapta- 
tions, we reproduce it for the purpose 
of asking if is not, like the compliments 
to the Koran and to Plato, completely 
applicable to the one Book which is the 
heart of the English tongue. 


"But what shall we say when we re- 


flect that that hence have sprung, di- 
rectly or indirectly, all the noblest cre- 
ations of the human intellect; that 
hence was the plastic imagination of 
Dante, the supreme and universal excel- 
lence of Shakespeare ? All the triumphs 
of truth and genius over prejudice and 
power in every country and in every 
age have been the triumphs of the Bible. 
Wherever a few great minds have made 
a stand against violence and fraud, in 
the cause of liberty and reason, there 
las been its spirit in the midat of them, 
nspiring, encouraging, consoling; by 
the lonely lamp of Erasmus; by the 
restless bed of Pascal; in the cell of 
Jalileo; on the scaffold of Sidney. But 
who shall estimate its influence on pri- 
nt* happiness ? Who shall aay how 
many thousands have been made wiser, 
happier and better by those pursuits in 
which it has taught mankind to engage; 
to how many the studies which took 
their rise from it have been wealth in 
poverty, liberty in bondage, health in 
sickness, society in solitude ? Its power 
is, indeed, manifest at the bar, in the 
aenate, in the field of battle, in tbe 
schools of philosophy. But these arc 
not it* glory; wherever literature con- 
soles sorrow or assuages pain; wherever 
it brings gladness to eyes which fail 
with wakeiulnew and tears, and nche 
for the dark house and the long sleep- 
there is exhibited in its noblest form, 
tbe immortal influence of the Bible." 


Has not this been the Divine mission 


of the Bible on earth ? It has guided 
architecture, whose greatest triumphs 
have been in the construction of tem- 
ples; it has tarntd scnlptnre from the 
paths of paganism to the avenues of 
Christian story; it has changed the pur- 
poses of painting, and unbelievers make 
pilgrimages from afar to look on the 
Sistine Madonna, and tBe colors of the 
artist are made to represent beautiful 
Christian homes; it has dictated themes 
to music and poetry and romace and 
eloquence, and its notes of liberty have 
been heard round the world. Scholars 
may change its literary form, as the 
diamond-cutter changes the form of the 
diamonds, to conform to changing liter- 
ary demands, bnt the gem shines still.

Resignation of the New 


York Senators. 


The Particulars of the Great 


Sensation. 


WASHINGTON, May If,, 12-15 p. m. 


—A bombshell burst in the Senate 
soon after it was called to order this 
morning, in the shape of the resigna- 
tions of Senators Roscoe Conkling and 
Thos. C. Platt, of New York. 
The 


communications 
were in the usual 


form, and were addressed to Vice Presi- 
dent Arthur, and announced that the 
resignations had been forwarded to^ the 
Governor of the State of New York, 
and requested an announcement of the 
fact be formally made to the Senate. 
This announcement was received by 
the Senators present with genuine sur- 
prise, but the Senate immediately pro- 
ceeded to the transaction of routine 
business, and at 12:30 olclock went 
into executive session. 


The absence of Senator Conkling 


from the meeting of the committee on 
Judiciary this morning, was the first 
intimation of any trouble coming, bat 
there was no time for conjecture before 
the announcement of his resignation 
was made. This<'>Kp d'etat it is said now 
was presaged in the Senator's famous 
speech reported by the National Asso- 
ciated press in the caucus a lew days 
ago. It is also believed this is tbe 
stalwart method of expressing disgust 
at the policy ot the President In igno- 
ring the Senators from anv State in 
filling the most important offices of any 
State. 
This action leaves the Demo- 


crats in the majority in the Senate, but 
it is expected that no advantage will be 
taken of that circumstance. The Sen- 
ate is now in executive session, hence 
no expression of official opinion can be 
obtained. '.The galleries were fill«£ 
and the Senate was nearly lull when 
the resignation of Conkling and Platt 
was announced.

WASHINGTON. May 1C.-The theory 


which has been advanced that Senator. 
Platt and Conkling are quite confident 
of being returned by the New York leg- 
islature a very generally accepted, but 
in some quarters it is maintained that on 
account of the legislature having hereto- 
fore endorsed the nomination of BpDeri- 
gon to be collector of the port of New 
York, it cannot consistently endorse the 
a' tion of the two senators in oppewng it. 
All sorts of rumors are afloat regarding 
other resignations which are to follow, 
Vice President Arthur being among 
Ll ose mentioned in this connection.— 
There in, however, no apparent founda- 
tion foi the reports.

Don Cam- 
eron and David Davis seem to be the 
only Senators who knew oi the coming 
resignations. 
It is said that Conkling 


and Piatt will not only regard their 
re-election as an approval of their fight 
against llobertson, but also a rebuke to 
the administration. 


Senators generally say that Robert- 


son will be confirmed to-morrow, and 
the Senate will adjourn by Friday. 


NEW YORK, May 1C.—The Potft 


Washington special says the Senators 
are greatly excited over the resignation 
over;the New York Senators. 
The 


question is what shall next be done. 
This sensational and violent move on 
the New York Senators' part seems to 
do away for the present with all hope 
of the election of Republican officers of 
the Senate, and to relegate Mahone, 
Gorham and Riddleberger to the back- 
ground, as it leaves the Republicans in 
a minority for the time being. 


It is said however that a programme 


has been arranged, and that the two 
Senators arc to be immediately return- 
ed. This action by the Senators there- 
fore is regarded as a step whereby they 
con got a formal and emphatic jufitifi - 
cation by tlir present Legislature'.

The surprise was 
so complete that senators hadn't time 
to form opinions, and generally ex- 
pressed conjectures and surmises. One 
Republican senator said that Conkling 
and Platt had better be re-elected by 
the New York legislatnre now in session, 
and that will be claimed as an endorse- 
ment of their opposition to Robertson 
at the hands of the Republican party of 
New York. 
Republicans all feel sure 


of Conkling's re-election, but some few 
have doubts about Platt. Democratic 
senators universally express gratifica- 
tion at the resignation. 
They say it 


widens the breach in the Republican 
party of New York, and increase? the 
bitterness of the sUlwarts toward the 
administration. 
The Democrats now 


have a majority of the senate, but so 
far as can bo learned no attempt will 
be made towards re-forming the com- 
mittees. 
Pendlcton, chairman of the 


Democratic caucus, said that no such 
action had been thought of, but that 
the committees will remain as now or- 
ganized. 


The rumor quietly got into circula- 


tion that the Kellogg case might be 
brought up by the Democrats in order 
to oust him, but this is officially put 
down by Democratic leaders who say 
they will go on as now organised with 
the business as rapidly as possible and 
adjourn as soon as the President has 
nothing more for the senate. 
Neither 


Conkling nor Platt were at the senate 
to-day. 
An ex-senator, a close friend 


of Conkling's, said that the resignations 
are absolute and nothing conld procure 
their withdrawal. 
Now supporters of 


Conkling state that the resignations 
were offered beoause the New York sen- 
ators ieel that they have been badly 
treated by the administration; that 
Robertson's nomination was made at 
the instigation of Blaine to put Conk- 
ling down; that both senators and the 
vice-president protested against this 
warfare against the regular Republican 
organization of New York, but all their 
efforts failed. The Bepablicaa senators 
refused to help them maintain the Re- 
pnblictn party of the empire state, and 
rather than remain to be pnt down and 
insulted, both senators resigned. This 
is the f tonka of policy which it has- been 
rumored Conkling had in view. Rob- 
ertson will promptly be confirmed now 


REAIUNI., PF.NN., May 1C.—A casi> 


of deathbed insurance has just occurred 
here which has scarcely, if ever, been 
equalled in this phase of crime. 
The 


party iniurcd was Daniel Oehris, aged 
eighty-five years, a resident of this city 
for a number of years. One of the in- 
surance speculators is a prominent citi- 
zen oi the town and of the county, and 
one who was not supposed to figure in 
a case ol this kind. 
The company in 


which Gehris was insured was one of a 
number of wild-cat concerns in this 
sectiun, and the policy wa^ for 15,000. 
The examining physician of this com- 
pany is one Dr. Yorgey, of Pottstown, 
who has heretofare extensively figured 
in this speculative insurance. 
It is a 


well-known fact to all parties inter- 
ested in this case that Gehris had been 
suffering for a number of years of con- 
sumption, and also gangrene, some of 
his toes being ready to drop off, and 
that his death was momentarily expect- 
ed. Notwithstanding these facts Dr. 
Yorgery and other parties came and 
asked to be allowed to insure Gehris' 
life. This was at first refused, the old 
man saying, "I hope you are not going 
to try to make a fortune out of me in 
the last days I have to live." The in- 
surance was finally agreed to, the party 
giving the wife $5 down, and promising 
to make it $100 on the death of Gehris. 
Before leaving the house Yorgey rec- 
ommended that a pint of whisky mixed 
with milk and sugar be given to the old 
man. 
Gehris died last evening, the in- 


surance having been effected only a lew 
hours before his death. A son of Gehris' 
promises to bring suit against the par- 
ties who insured Lis father. On account 
of the prominence of the parties inter- 
ested in the case, a lively time is ex- 
pected.
